Electricity, electronics, and technical drawing 
were three classes offered for advanced learning 
in their fields. “In my electricity class | try to encour- 
age my students to take pride in their workmanship 
and thereby tum out safe electrical installations,” 
said electricity teacher Mark Cannaday.
